• far more difficult proposition than I 
had Imagined. 


Realising that It would probably b* 


several months before I could finally 
settle up my affairs, and that my child, 
who waa anemic, ought to be taken

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A COURT OF INTERNATIONAL JUSTICE

It is not surprising that the stock market treats peace rum- 


ors with contempt', and that its movements are governed by other 
and more tangible influence. Suggestions, not all coming from 
Germany, are sufficiently absurd. They propose that the burglar 
on trial shall be punished by the surrender of that part of his loot 
which is already spent or destroyed, and in order not to wound 
his sensitive honor, he shall be allowed to retain his jimmy. 


German pleas in defense are sufficiently remarkable in all 


conscience. They irresistibly recall that veracious story of Mark 
Twain, of the young man who had murdered his mother and 
father in atrocious circumstances. When asked by the judge, be- 
fore sentence,' what he had to dfifer in extenuation he pleaded for 
mercy on the ground that he was an orphan. There is the Ger- 
man plea ad misericordiam exactly. 


But those who talk of peace conferences, even after Germany 


has unmistakably bowed to the will and superior power of the 
•civilized world, completely fail to see the radical changes which 
tl^e war has wrought. The old peace conference is dead. To Bour- 
bons like Lord Lansdowne, steeped in the old methods of diplo- 
macy, it seems possible to revive the old secret negotiations be- 
hind closed doors, with private bargains where those most con- 
cerned are least consulted and where the final outcome is enough 
to make the sacrificed soldiers turn in their honored graves. 


But if we know our alms, and it is believed that we do, a 


peace settlement will be accomplished, rtot with all parties in the 
War represented, but by a court of justice with Germany in the 
dock. She will not be asked what she is willing to concede, but 
will be told what penalty she will be allowed and compelled to pay 
On the moral obliquity and devastaing ruin of her acts it is diffi 
cult to imagine a penalty which covers the case. But let our 
peace mongers be well assured that- the decision involves a pen- 
alty and not a compromise.—Wall Street Journal.

Here we have a case similar to the reported cap- 
ture of Soissons a few weeks ago. As was the case at Soissons. 
the British advance on Lens has been so rapid that it was reas- 
onable to believed that Lens was already in-the hands of the 
Tommies. II will' be remembered that Soissons was under gun 
fire for weeks before the Allies announced its capture and occupa- 
tion and we may safely predict that Lens is to experienc a simi- 
lar bombardment. It is generally understood that before an army 
can occupy a given point, the territory opposite must be cleared 
of opposition and in view of the advances being made today all 
along the line, no doubt the big clearance is now under way and 
when the proper moment comes, Lens will be occupied by Haig's 
valiant troops. While we may feel disappointed that Lens is 
not safe and secure in British hands we have the satisfaction ol 
knowing that from the Allied standpoint the gains made by the 
Allies in the last week are greater than in any preceding week. 
All things considered,. th,e victory gained is great enough in itseJf 
to satisfy anybody.

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A COURT OF INTERNATIONAL JUSTICE

It is not surprising that the stock market treats peace rum- 


ors with contempt', and that its movements are governed by other 
and more tangible influence. Suggestions, not all coming from 
Germany, are sufficiently absurd. They propose that the burglar 
on trial shall be punished by the surrender of that part of his loot 
which is already spent or destroyed, and in order not to wound 
his sensitive honor, he shall be allowed to retain his jimmy. 


German pleas in defense are sufficiently remarkable in all 


conscience. They irresistibly recall that veracious story of Mark 
Twain, of the young man who had murdered his mother and 
father in atrocious circumstances. When asked by the judge, be- 
fore sentence,' what he had to dfifer in extenuation he pleaded for 
mercy on the ground that he was an orphan. There is the Ger- 
man plea ad misericordiam exactly. 


But those who talk of peace conferences, even after Germany 


has unmistakably bowed to the will and superior power of the 
•civilized world, completely fail to see the radical changes which 
tl^e war has wrought. The old peace conference is dead. To Bour- 
bons like Lord Lansdowne, steeped in the old methods of diplo- 
macy, it seems possible to revive the old secret negotiations be- 
hind closed doors, with private bargains where those most con- 
cerned are least consulted and where the final outcome is enough 
to make the sacrificed soldiers turn in their honored graves. 


But if we know our alms, and it is believed that we do, a 


peace settlement will be accomplished, rtot with all parties in the 
War represented, but by a court of justice with Germany in the 
dock. She will not be asked what she is willing to concede, but 
will be told what penalty she will be allowed and compelled to pay 
On the moral obliquity and devastaing ruin of her acts it is diffi 
cult to imagine a penalty which covers the case. But let our 
peace mongers be well assured that- the decision involves a pen- 
alty and not a compromise.—Wall Street Journal.

LENS AND SOISSONS 


Although all the afternoon papers yesterday carried stories 


•of the effect that Lens had fallen to, the British and this morning 
many of tlie daily papers cling tenaciously to their claim, the 
United Press today says that the report of the capture of Lens 
is premature. Here we have a case similar to the reported cap- 
ture of Soissons a few weeks ago.

II will' be remembered that Soissons was under gun 
fire for weeks before the Allies announced its capture and occupa- 
tion and we may safely predict that Lens is to experienc a simi- 
lar bombardment. It is generally understood that before an army 
can occupy a given point, the territory opposite must be cleared 
of opposition and in view of the advances being made today all 
along the line, no doubt the big clearance is now under way and 
when the proper moment comes, Lens will be occupied by Haig's 
valiant troops. While we may feel disappointed that Lens is 
not safe and secure in British hands we have the satisfaction ol 
knowing that from the Allied standpoint the gains made by the 
Allies in the last week are greater than in any preceding week. 
All things considered,. th,e victory gained is great enough in itseJf 
to satisfy anybody.

"And

feet high, covemi with snow, where 
they couldn't bring up their re--encs 
or new guns, and we surrounded 
them! 


"We took praotin.lly everything they 


possessed—food enough to fe< d our 
entlt-e army without mllirg upon our 


i own supplies at nil. Never before had 
i our armies ieen such an accumulation 


of ammunition. I must certainly go 
down to see it. 


"We cut off their northern retreat 


and, as they swung their army to the 
south we captured 60,000 of them up 
to their knees In the rice fields. One 
Of the great mlstal'es they made was 
in carrjtng their Chilian refugfes with 
them—clogging their narrow roads and 
impeding the retreat of their soldiers. 
We had taken possession ot their most 
productive regions, and their retreat 
was through territory which yielded 
them nothing. Just think of that r"- 
treating army thrown upon the already 
Impoverished inhabitants of thit seo- 
tlon.
